1 . THE VOYAGE OF THE SIMIK I, AND ITS REPERCUSSIONS ON 
GREEK-TURKISH RELATIONS GENERALLY, CONTINUES TO BE HIGH- 
LIGHTED IN THE GREEK PRESS, ALTHOUGH OTHER ISSUES HAVE 
DISPLACED IT FROM TIME TO TIME IN RECENT DAYS AS THE MAIN 
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THE NEWS PASSED ON TO THE PROPOSAL OF PRIME MINISTER 
CARAMANLIS TO ESTABLISH THE OLYMPICS IN GREECE ON A 
PERMANENT BASIS, AN OFFER WHICH INTERNATIONAL OLYMPIC 
COMMITTEE PRESIDENT LORD KILLANIN INDICATED IN REPLY 
WOULD BE CONSIDERED AT SOME INDEFINITE FUTURE DATE BY 
THE COMMITTEE. 

2. IN ANY CASE, A NEW WRINKLE HAS BEEN ADDED TO THE 
SAGE OF THE SISMIK I. ON AUGUST 2 THE GOG SENT AN 
OCEANOGRAPHIC SURVEY VESSEL,THE NAUTILUS, ON ITS 
FIRST VOYAGE TO THE NORTHERN AEGEAN WITH CONSIDERABLE 
FANFARE. THIS SHIP, BELONGING TO THE GREEK NAVY, IS 
DESCRIBED BY THE MEDIA AS HAVING BEEN COMMISSIONED 
JUST TWO MONTHS AGO AND EQUIPPED WITH THE MOST MODERN 
MACHINERY FOR HYDROGRAPHIC, OCEANOGRAPHIC AND SCIENTIFIC 
RESEARCH WORK. A GOG OFFICIAL STATED THE MAIN PURPOSE 

OF THIS VOYAGE AS BEING TO TEST THE ENEGINES AND 
EQUIPMENT. 

3. COMMENT: WHILE SOME PRESS PLAY PORTRAYS THE NAUTILUS 
EXPEDITION AS THE GREEK REPLY TO THE SISMIK I, WORKING 
LEVEL MFA AND GREEK NAVY SOURCES TOLD US THAT THE NAUTILUS 
PUTTING TO SEA AT THIS PARTICULAR TIME WHEN THE SISMIK IS 
ALSO AT SEA IS ONLY "COINCIDENTAL". IN FACT, AS REPORTED 

BY THE DAO (REFERENCED IR), THE 1,400 TON AGOR 
NAUTILUS WAS COMMISSIONED IN NOVEMBER 1975 AND HAS BEEN 
SUBSEQUENTLY INVOLVED IN ROUTINE TRIALS AND HYDROGRAPHIC 
SURVEY OPERATIONS. THUS IT SEEMS MORE PLAUSIBLE THAT THE 
SENDING OF THE NAUTILUS OUT AT THIS MOMENT IS RELATED TO 
THE SISMIK'S ACTIVITIES AND THE GOG IS REACTING, BUT 
REACTING CAUTIOUSLY. IT CREATES THE PUBLIC APPEARANCE 
THAT THE GOG IS TAKING ACTION IN RESPONSE TO TURKISH 
MOVES IN THE AEGEAN WHILE AT THE SAME TIME THIS MOVE 
DOES NOT INCREASE THE POSSIBILITY OF DIRECT CONFRONTA- 
TION.
